SUBJECT: CSCE: FRG REPLY TO PARLIAMENTARY QUESTION 
REF: BONN 09152 

1 . ON JULY 12 THE FRG ISSUED ITS OFFICIAL REPLY TO AN 
EARLIER PARLIAMENTARY QUESTION ON CSCE. WHILE USING 
MUCH OF THE MATERIAL FROM THE FOREIGN OFFICE DRAFT REPLY 
(REFTEL), THE FINAL VERSION DIFFERS IN A NUMBER OF WAYS. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT DIFFERENCE IS THE DELETION OF PHRASE- 
OLOGY WHICH MIGHT HAVE BEEN OFFENSIVE TO THE EAST. FOR 
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REFERENCE TO THE STEADY GROWTH OF WARSAW PACT MILITARY 
POTENTIAL AND UNDER THE BASKET II SECTION THE SOCIALIST 
STATES ARE NO LONGER WARNED TO AVOID FRUITLESS 
DISCUSSIONS ABOUT MFN AND NON-DISCRIMINATION. THUS, THE 
FRG HAS PULLED ITS SHARPER PUNCHES IN THE INTEREST OF 
NOT ANTAGONIZING UNNECESSARILY EASTERN CSCE PARTICIPANTS. 

2. THE REPLY ALSO EXPANDS UPON THE ORIGINAL DRAFT TO 
INCLUDE SOME NEW POINTS. FOR EXAMPLE, U.S. AND CANADIAN 
RESPONSIBILITY IN AND FOR EUROPE IS SPECIFICALLY CITED, 

MORE STATISTICS ARE PROVIDED ON EMIGRATION FROM AND 
TRAVEL TO THE GDR, AND THE SECTION ON BELGRADE IS MORE 
EXTENSIVE. 

3. WITH REGARD TO THE FOLLOW-UP CONFERENCE, THE FRG 
AFFIRMS THAT ITS POLICY IS KEYED TO THE FINAL ACT AND 
THAT ANY NEW PROPOSALS TABLED IN BELGRADE MUST NOT LEAD 
AWAY FROM THE CONTENT OF THE FINAL ACT. THE FRG POINTS 
OUT THE POSSIBILITY OF THE MINISTERS' REPRESENTATIVES' 
MEETING AGREEING ON SEVERAL CONCRETE THEMES FOR IMPLE- 
MENTING THE FINAL ACT, WITH WORKING GROUPS ADDRESSING 
THE THEMES, AS WELL AS POSSIBLE AGREEMENT ON A FURTHER 
MEETING AFTER A SUITABLE TIME. IN THE FRG'S VIEW, THIS 
SECOND FOLLOW-UP MEETING MUST THEN DECIDE BY CONSENSUS 
REGARDING FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS. 

4. THE FRG CONCLUDES ITS REPLY BY SUMMARIZING THE MAIN 
POINTS AS FOLLOWS: 

- THE FINAL ACT OFFERS A BASIS FOR MAKING THE 
POLICY OF DETENTE MORE CONCRETE IN EUROPE; 

- DIFFERENT DEGREES OF PROGRESS HAVE BEEN RECORDED 
IN MANY AREAS; 

- IN CERTAIN AREAS PROGRESS WILL BE ACHIEVED IN 
SATISFACTORY MEASURE ONLY OVER THE LONG TERM; 

- THERE HAVE BEEN NO DISADVANTAGEOUS EFFECTS OF THE 
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FINAL ACT AS SOME HAVE FEARED; 

- THE FRG CAN POINT OUT THAT ITS DETENTE POLICY HAS 
ACHIEVED A MULTILATERAL BASIS; AND 

- THE FRG WILL CONTINUE UNDIMINISHED ITS EFFORTS 
TOWARD MEANINGFUL IMPLEMENTATION OF THE CONFERENCE 
RESULTS. 

5. THERE WAS RELATIVELY LIGHT PRESS PLAY FOLLOWING 
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ARTICLES STRESSED THE FRG'S EVALUATION OF DIFFERENT 
DEGREES OF PROGRESS IN IMPLEMENTATION MEASURES THUS FAR, 
WITH MOST IOURNALISTS FOCUSING ON BASKET III ISSUES, IN 
PARTICULAR THE INCREASE IN EMIGRATION FROM THE GDR. 

6. BUNDESTAG DEPUTY PAWELCZYK, WRITING IN AN SPD PRESS 
RELEASE, HIGHLIGHTED THE POSITIVE ASPECTS OF THE GOVERN- 
MENTS REPLY AND CONCLUDED WITH A POLITICAL BLAST AT THE 
CDU/CSU, STATING THAT ONLY THE ALBANIAN GOVERNMENT AND 
THE CONSERVATIVE OPPOSITION IN BONN HAD NOT ACCEPTED THE 
CSCE RESULTS. PAWELCZYK CHARGED THAT THE CDU/CSU WAS 
'INCAPABLE OF GOVERNING FROM A FOREIGN POLICY STANDPOINT" 
AND HAD DESERTED ADENAUER S WESTPOLITIK. 

7. COMMENT: PAWELCZYK S FOLLOW-UP ARTICLE TO THE 
GOVERNMENT'S REPLY WAS NOT UNEXPECTED SINCE HE WAS ONE 
OF THE ORIGINATORS OF THE MINOR QUESTION. THUS FAR, 
HOWEVER, NO OTHER POLITICIAN HAS ATTEMPTED TO USE THE 
GOVERNMENT'S REPLY FOR PARTISAN POLITICAL PURPOSE. NOT 
THE LEAST OF THE DIFFICULTIES WHICH THE POLITICIANS FACE 

IS AN ELECTORATE MORE INTERESTED IN ESCAPING THE HEAT 
THAN HEARING ABOUT THE ADVANTAGES OR DISADVANTAGES OF 
THE CSCE FINAL ACT. THE AUGUST 1 ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
SIGNING OF THE FINAL ACT MAY STIMULATE A CERTAIN AMOUNT 
OF PRESS PLAY AND POLITIKING IN THE FRG, BUT NO ONE IS 
LIKELY TO GAIN MUCH POLITICAL MILEAGE OUT OF THE EVENT. 
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
